up with the Burmese authorities. In order that we tnay 
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give a more precise reply in regard to the erecting 
of marble tablets, we might ask our Ambassador to seek 
an early opportunity of taking it uj> with the Burmese 
authorities. 
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This action may be taken as we have now 
also received a copy of Parliament Question for 26,7.66 
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asking whether the Government have since received any 
reply from the Government of Rurma regarding the 
question of fixing a plaque in memory of Lala Lajpatrai 
in Mandalay Jail. Iiythis question a reference has 
been made to question No, 172 asked in the Rajya Sabha o 
on 23.2.
